(International N ews Service) 
NEW YORK, April 15.—The stock 
market moved up again today on a 
broad front as

dollar 
broke 
badly again in the foreign exchange 
market. 
In contrast to this inflationary 
phychology, bonds were higher with 
government issues and other high 
grade liens strong. 
Bullish stimulus was provided bv 
another spurt in wheat with prices 
rising more than a cent a bushel to 
a new high for the year. 
Utilities alone failed to share fully 
in the rise and American Telephone 
ruled about a point lower. Its weak­ 
ness was due to the first quarter re­ 
port showing net of $1.72 a share 
against dividend 
requirements 
of 
$2.25 a share, and it affected the 
whole utility list. 
Rails were temporarily backward 
on the decline in car loadings last 
week but rallied later. 
Otherwise the w’hole list surged 
forward in active trading. 
Heavy 
w*eek-end profit-taking in leaders 
like U. S. Steel and Allied Chemical 
held them back in the first hour but 
they went into new high ground for 
the rise toward the end of the ses­ 
sion. 
Stimulus was provided by reports 
from Washington of a gigantic pro­ 
gram being worked out by the ad­ 
ministration to make jobs and break 
the back of the depression. 
The week-end trade review’s told 
of further improvement and Youngs­ 
town steel operations spurted 3 per 
cent in the week. 
Tobaccos were strong spots, sev­ 
eral rising to new 1933 peaks on re­ 
ports of a possible increase in cig­ 
arette prices. Oils reflected the hope 
of a turn in the industry 
with 
a. 
broad rise while mining shares other 
than the gold companies swept for­ 
ward on the inflationary talk. 
Motors were higher but gains were 
not important. Food and merchan­ 
dising shares pointed upward. Amer­ 
ican sugar swept forward to a new 
peak for the year. 
American Can and McKeesport 
Tin Plate were strong 
specialties, 
both hitting new highs for the year. 
Farm stocks were higher.

apple growers of the 
state.

spray inform ation letters received 
by th e growers include the object 
of spraying, pests to be controlled, 
m aterials to use. and time of appli­ 
cation.

leaves from a num ber of counties ex­ 
tending throughout the state by ex­ 
tension plant pathologists of the 
Pennsylvania State College shows 
th a t the continued wet w eather this 
spring has m atured the scab spores 
earlier th an usual.

delayed 
dorm ant spray, therefore, will prob­ 
ably be a very im portant scab con­ 
trol m easure this year. Growers of 
Lawrence County are urged to apply 
a delayed dorm ant fungicide spray 
to control scab. 
A sum m ary of results of the last 
few years’ spraying reveals th a t it 
is alm ost impossible to get efficient 
scab control if the early spring in ­ 
festions are not prevented by pre­ 
blossom sprays.

STRONG COLONIES WORK BEST 
IN POLLINATING 
Bees not only contribute to the 
agricultural wealth by m aking honey 
but they are industrious servants of 
the fruit grower. 
The num ber of 
bees 
th at 
any 
colony can send out to gather nectar 
and pollen depends on the strength 
of the colony. A weak colony con­ 
taining one pound or less of bees 
will send out only 6 to 10 
bees 
a 
m inute, which a strong colony with 
a large surplus of bees will send out 
100 or more bees a minute. 
For pollination purposes, the value 
of the colony is directly in propor­ 
tion to the num ber of bees sent out 
to gather nectar and pollen. 
Each spring a large

colonies come out of the w inter in 
weakened condition. These colonies 
can be strengthened in efficiency by 
adding 3 or 4 pounds of bees to each 
weak colony.
